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Several new exhibits are on display in 
conjunction with Peru’s Golden Treasures. 
In the Patricia Price Peterson Gallery is 
Peruvian Textiles: A Weaver’s Art featuring 
many fine examples from the Rietz Collec- 
tion. Hohfeld Gallery Il, near the entrance to 
Peru’s Golden Treasures, is devoted this 
summer to the Peru’s Natural Heritage with 
skins of indigenous animals and reptiles 
such as llama, jaguar and boa contrictor; 
various minerals from the land of the Incas; 
and from the Lowie Museum’s Wattis Col- 
lection of Nazca Pottery, a display of select 
pieces of ceramics which interpret the 
natural world as seen through the eyes of 
these long-ago artisans of southwest Peru. 
Right around the corner is an exhibit on the 
Lines of the Nazca Plains which offers many 
fascinating yet unproven theories about the 
mysterious drawings on the dessert floor of 
the Nazca region of Peru. 


Other special exhibits now on display in- 
clude A. C. Vroman: “Shadow-Catcher’, a 
collection of over 50 turn-of-the-century 
photographs of the Indians of the American 
Southwest between 1895 and 1904. 

Nature Nearby continues in Lower Cowell 
Hall Gallery with lovely color photos by 
Luther Linkhart. This display shows 29 mini- 
wilderness areas in the East Bay Regional 
Park District where individuals can surround 
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themselves with the solitude of windy 
hilltops, a streamside nook, or a quiet 
meadow. Through July. 


To enhance your visits to the Academy dur- 
ing our “Peruvian Summer” the Living Arts 
Program has expanded its schedule to Wed- 
nesday through Sunday and will present a 
different aspect of Peruvian culture each 
week.

30 natural science subjects for students 
from 4 through 18 years of age will be 
taught in two sessions. The first session 
begins June 26 and continues through July 
29; the second session runs July 31 through 
August 26.
